Massive Attendance and Oodles of Fun at the Salt Lake Olympics 
Report on OLYMPEX 2002

Among Olympic memorabilia and photograph montages from the Olympic Museum in Lausanne, Switzerland, the _ 
OLYMPEX activities and displays were seen by over 8000 people one each of three days and not less than 4500 people on 

ten other days. Open to the public free of charge, the event took place on two levels of the Salt Lake City and County 

Building in downtown Salt Lake City in conjunction with the XIXth Olympic Winter Games. 


The Utah Philatelic Society, led by Mike Keene, led tour groups from around the state through the philatelic displays in over 
70 frames and staffed the table which provided opportunities for philatelic souvenirs. The philatelic exhibits were 
coordinated by FIPO (International Federation for Olympic Philatey) and their US counterpart, SPI (Sports Philatelists 
International). The USPS manned an Olympic-related sub-station on site, where most of the Olympic postmarks could be 
requested and from which mail was sent. An outstanding display of Olympic memorabilia acted as a public draw for the 
exhibition. There were costumes from the Opening Ceremonies at Lillehammer, mascots, posters of past Olympic events, and 
torches from several prior Games. 


On the second floor were a lot of interactive events. “Take my picture,” said a young man leaning over a wood and steel 
bobsled. This tiny sled, looking like a Flexible Flyer with a small white shield with a red cross attached to its front and a 
hand brake to its back, was from the Lake Placid Olympics. As he grasped the steering mechanism a friend snapped the 
photo. A selection of interactive opportunities for young people were arranged in this area by Cape Cod resident Nancy 
Clark. Manfred Bergman of FIPO had arranged for the IOC to host her so there would be a Savvy Center for the visitors. 


Cries of “What country is this from?” and “Are there any Olympic stamps?” ring out above the happy buzz. Against the wall 
is a table that appears to be a giant blob of ice cream covered with eager ants, but is really a table filled with kiloware. It was 
completely surrounded by young people, al! having read the sign “Young people aged 18 and younger, choose ten free 
stamps," and eager to pick their Olympic mementos, for all the hours the exhibition was open. Young people from Poland, 
and Azerbeijan looked for stamps from home. Later Days Saints church members sought stamps from countries where family 
members had gone on their mission. And, as ever, children looked for subject matter dear to their hearts: butterflies, space 
exploration and "red" stamps! The area distributed over 15 gallons of kiloware and 8 gallons of on-paper stamps. The 
American Philatelic Society, the Postal History Museum and collectors from Maine, Massachusetts, Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Florida and Arizona donated stamps for this area.

Along the walls were two banks of computers borrowed from the local post office out-dated supplies. They were loaded with 
games provided by Betsy Towle from the Postal History Foundation. These were magnets when the school groups went 
through. GeoSafari Games were on loan from the American Philatelic Society. Philatelic prizes, including stamp packets put 
together by Sports Philatelists International and the Postal History Foundation, were awarded to participants. First Day covers 
were also given as prizes. 


Special materials were distributed to teachers and youth leaders, including the handbook prepared for OLYMPHILEX ’96 by 
Edwin Jackson of Athens, Georgia. The curriculum-based content includes puzzles and activities in reproducible-format with 
answer keys. 


A contest underwritten by the International Olympic Committee will allow a child to win a trip to the Olympic Museum in 
Lausanne, Switzerland. The entry forms had the rules on one side and space to draw a proposed stamp, coin or piece of 
memorabilia on the reverse. Entrants could send their designs in until the end of March to the Salt Lake office which is 
coordinating their receipt.

No, we who participated in this remarkable event are the winners. We got to share our love for this hobby with the world.

A PHILATELIC SOUVENIR 


Browsing through an assortment of stamps recently, I hardly expected to find a wonderful 
philatelic souvenir of the Twin Towers. But there it was: a stamp of Anguilla with the statue of Liberty in 
the foreground, and the Twin Towers and part of the New York City skyline in the background. 

If you are looking for one, it is Scott Number 217, issued November 10, 1975. The stamp was for 
the U.S. Bicentennial, and purports to feature the Statue of Liberty. It carries a 1c value. 

It is part of a six-stamp set for the American Bicentennial. Other views include: the Capitol 
building, Washington D.C.; Congress voting for independence; George Washington, a map and his 
battles; the Boston Tea Party; the Bicentennial emblem and historic U. S.flags. 
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As part of Bellefonte’s annual Big Spring Festival the American Philatelic Society will have 
an open house at the Match Factory located at 367 Phoenix Avenue in Bellefonte, Pennsylvania 
from noon to 5 pm on Sunday, May 19. All APS members are invited to attend the event. The 
Match Factory was recently purchased by the American Philatelic Research Library which plans to 
renovate the facility to serve as a new headquarters for the Library and the 50,000 member Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society. 


The open house will include tours of the building and informational displays by many APS 
departments. Philatelic exhibits will show the history of Centre County through stamps and the role 
of Bellefonte as a primary stop on early transcontinental airmail routes. Staff will evaluate any 
stamps that community members may have as well as provide basic information on stamp collecting 
and answer questions about APS member services. A youth area will also be provided to introduce 
kids to stamp collecting.
